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76 Students From Perry 
Enrolled At Eastern State 




Nation-wide, colleges and universities each year are sur- 
passing previous all-time highs in students enrollment. Eastern 
Kentucky State College is no exception to this trend. The en 
rnllmont this fall of 2,817 shows an increase of 145 over last 
year’s peak of 2,672. 

A breakdown of this year's enrollment shows 1,570 men 
and 1,247 women who are classified as follows: 790 freshmen, 
an increase of 120 over the fall semester 1957-58, 544 sop- 
homores. 534 juniors, 708 seniors, 228 graduate students, and 
13 special students. 

Kentucky residents from 84 counties account for 2.686 or 
over 95 per cent of the college enrollment Also represented on 
the campus are 130 students from 16 other states with Ohio 
leading in out-of-state enrollment. One foreign student from 
Guam is a junior at Eastern.

That has been said of high 
ranking federal officials, indus- 
trialists. and businessmen who 
just toured Eastern Kentucky 
Some 50 persons spent threw 
days last week visiting the area 
in an effort to spotlight what 
one State official called the 
“anomaly of poverty in the cen- 
ter of prosperity." 

Fools Plannors To Gain 

Economic Development Com- 
missioner George W Hubley. 
Jr., said Wednesday the mission 
accomplished its purpose. 

“We can’t measure the value 
of a tour, but in my judgment 
we had as good a one as any 
can be — it came as close as pos- 
sible in focusing attention on 
the area ” 

And, said Hubley, the tour 
was helpful "in getting Eastern 
Kentuckians behind the Eastern 
Kentucky Regional Planning 
Commission which spearheaded 
the tour. More people know 
about it now and it builds up 
enthusiasm 

“A tour like this brings home 
to them what can be done and 
what is needed. Then the peo- 
ple will have to do it. 

“Now we have Government 
people thinking about Eastern 
Kentucky. A lot of ferment has 
started and ferment is neces- 
sary before you have wine.” 
Jess L. Cusick. Jr., director of 
the Industrial Development Divi- 
sion, said. ‘ We’re going to do 
a considerable amount of follow- 
up on the tour. 

“Wo will ask people ion the 
tour) to write back giving their 
ideas for helping solve the 
problem We’ll then prepare a 
resume of tho tour and circulate 
that back into the 32 counties 
involved." 

Cusick said the planning com- 
mission itself will be working 
continuously on the program. 
"When recommendations are 
made, obviously they will be 
followed up." 

As Hubley out it; 

“Nothing will happen unless 
we Can attract the interest and 
stimub'e notion to be taken.” 
The touring party studied the 
region’s resources and economy 
- with an eye toward new ideas 
and suggestions for its effective 
development. 

It visited the largest com- 
munities in nine counties. 

What can be gained? 

“First of all,” Hubley said, 
"the officials were tremendously 
impressed by the low economic 
level of the area. Now they un- 
derstand the situation. 

“We might have made some 
impression, for example, on the 
need for bringing up the educa- 
tional level. 

"And we pointed out to them 
that the area is losing its popu- 
lation at a tremendous rate.” 
There simply are not enough 
job opportunities for the large 
group of young people who 

come into the labor market each 
year. Hubley said.

Government Policies Are 
Flirting With Fuel Problems 



The Nation is "flirting with a fuel short- 
age” under present government policies which 
damage the coal industry, Frank K Kolbe, 
president of the. National Coal Association, warn- 
ed today 

“In an emergency, pockets of industrial 
shutdowns could quickly develop while the na- 
tion waits for coal productive capacity, now 
pinchtd by government policies, to catch up 
with demand,” Mr Kolbe said To sanction un- 
necessary impediments to the vital coal indus- 
try seems especially shortsighted when the in- 
ternational situation is so tense and unpredic- 
table " 

Mr. Kolbe, president of The United Elec 

trie Coal Companies, Chicago, presided at the 
regular fall meeting of the NCA Board of Di- 
rectors. 

He called for immediate amendment of the 
government’s oil impon program, which makes 
uo provision for limiting imports of foreign 
residual oil which la floding many US coal 



markets. 

“The Reciprocal Trade Act specifically pro- 
vides for limits on the import of products —and 
their derivative* — which threaten the economy 
of domestic industries." Mr Kolbe said “Resi- 
dual oil imports are. damaging the stability of 
the coal industry. They should be cut back ia 
the interests of national security and the general 
economic welfare “ 

Mr Kolbe also called for prohibitions on 
the dumping of natural gas in industrial markets 
fur an increased depletion rate for cuai and for 
“closer attention to costs and economics'’ in the 
purchase of fuel for government installations 
Too often," he said, “the government is 
using unrealistic cost figures to justify convert 
ing its central heating plants from coal to scarc- 
er competing fuels The coal industry has con- 
vinced the Army of the wisdom of considering 
modernizing its coal equipment rather thau 
converting Other government agencies, which 
spend important sums for fuel, should follow 
suit H

Frankfort, Oct. 25. — The 
Kentucky Department of High- 
ways has passed the $75,000,000 
mark in awarding road-improve- 
ment contracts this year 

The total reached $75,400,086 
for 1958 when 11 contracts ag- 
gregating $743,550 were award- 
ed. establishing a new all-time 
high for contract awards in a 
i year 

The previous record had been 
$61,991,000. reached in 1954. 
That total, however, included 
$21,152,000 in Kentucky Turn- 
pike construction contracts and 
$3,730,000 for the Shawneetown 
Bridge over the Ohio River, both 
financed with revenue bonds. 

Contract awards for the en- 
; tire year of 1957 had approxi- 
mated $44,000,000 

Contracts awarded this year 
involve approximately 2,800 
miles of highways, including con- 
struction, reconstruction, initial 
paving and repaving. Much of 
the mileage paved or resurfaced 
*ls on rural roads.

federal Legislation Improve Schools 

Federal legislation designed 
to build more schooihouse and 
to pay teachers improved salar- 
ies will be the goal of the Na- 
tional Education Association in 
[the next session of Congress. 

This decision of the NEA Board 
! of Directors was announced 
here today. 

I J L. McCaskill, executive se- 
cretary of the NEA Legislative 
Commission. announced the 
Board action. 

In effect, this places the NEA 
squarely behind enactment of a 
refined version of the $4 5 mil- 
lion Mu i ray -Metcalf bill. This 
proposal was sidetracked in the 
85th Congress by passage of the 
National Defense Education Act 
—a law including student loans, 
fellowships. and general 
strengthening of guidance, 
science mathematics, and 
foreign language programs in 
the grade and secondary 
schools. 

The NEA Board declared: “In 
order to provide an adequate 
basis for quality education, the 
NEA urges a massive infusion 
of federal funds to be used by 
the states

“Rather, it is an attempt to 
rectify the present imbalance 
of school support by which the 
federal government contributes 
only four cents ut of every 
dollar of revenue for public 
schools belw ellege level.
